tics technical service labora­ 
tory here for Dow Chemical 
Co. Is progressing on schedule, 
a company announcement stat­ 
ed this week. |

The steel frame building, 
featuring an insulated metal 
roof deck, brick walls, and 
laminated plastic exterior pan­ 
els, is being built by Noyes 
Roach Co. adjacent to the

firm's Crenshaw Blvd. plant, 
and should be completed next 
month.

One of four similar field 
laboratories, strategically locat­ 
ed in Canada and the United 
States.'the new Torrance fa­ 
cility will provide the most 
modern equipment for fabrica­ 
tion as well as chemical and 
physical testing of such ma- 
terials as polysyrene, polyethy­

lene, polyvinyl chloride, foam­ 
ed plastic, and plastic sheets 
and film, thus expanding the 
service Dow has been supply­ 
ing the plastics industry for 
the past 15 years.

In addition to evaluating ma­ 
terials now in use, the labora­ 
tory will also aid in the de­ 
velopment of new materials 
and new uses for plastics, the 
company said.'

$11,967 Goal Set Up for 
Torrance Red Cross Drive

A goal for $11,967 for Tor- 
ance's share of the 1957 

American .Red Cross Fund cam­ 
paign, was announced this 
week by Jack Cunningham, 
olunteer regional chairman, 
or commerce and industry, 

as he met with hjs committees 
'or commerce and industry, 
small business, and residential 
coverage.

'Plans for an all-out "blitz" 
:o push Torrance over this goal

were outlined to the commit­ 
tees who were then urged to 
secure a complete roster of 
volunteers before March 1. 

Same Goal -
Scott Albright of National 

Supply Co., chairman of the 
commerce anc| industry com­ 
mittee, pointed out that the 
goal of $11,967 is the same as 
last year and that it repre 
sents scarcely $1000 more 
than came back to Torrance 
from its use of Red Cross 
blood.

During 1956. Harbor Gen­ 
eral and Torrance Memorial 
Hospitals used 2187 pints of 
Red Cross blood which was 
furnished without cost, al­ 
though the cost to the Red 
Cross for processing each pint 
of the blood was $5.35. 

Value Received
"In this blood program 

alone, the community of Tor­ 
rance receives back the dollar 
value of their annual contri­ 
bution," said Atbright.

"The American Red Cross 
In times of disaster 'is 'on the 
job, 'when it counts'," he said 
In explaining that more than 
$3,000,000 will have been 
spent in bringing long-rangi 
relief to the flood sufferers in 
Kentucky, Tennessee, Virginia 
and West Virginia. "Right heri 
in our own chapter area, with 
in the past six weeks, Ve havi 
seen what it means to have a 
Red Cross ready for emergen 
cy action," Albright empha 
sized, citing the Malibu-Zutn 
fires and the tragic Pacoim

lir crash as outstanding ex- 
.mples of the need for a 
itrong .and well-financed Red 
toss.
